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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of Hadley: 


During the past few years physical changes have appeared 
throughout the town with the construction of new enterprises-- 
and the trend continued in 1967. Hadley has always been proud 
of her historical and colonial heritage so it was heartening to 
see that most of the new construction was in keeping with the 
colonial-type architecture. 


A far cry from “colonial times” however, is the volume of 
business now being conducted by town officials -- skyrocketing 
budgets -- and the increased demand for municipal services to 
the community brought on by present day living standards. To 
meet these demands at a minimum cost to the taxpayers, and at 
the same time maintain a healthy economy within the town, is 
of prime importance to this board. 


At a special town meeting held October 10, the warrant ar- 
ticle asking for an appropriation of $125,000 to renovate the 
Town Hall was unanimously approved. However, because the 
word “renovation” used in the ariginal artjcle did not meet with 
the State Auditor’s approval, it was necessary to hold another 
special meeting (November 15) with a new article worded to 
read “the remodeling, reconstruction or making of extraordinary 
repairs to the Town Hall” -- and once again favorable action was 
taken to approve this project. Bids on the project will be called 
for and work should get underway by early spring, 1968. 


With the street light appropriation for 1967 we were able 
to continue in. our program to improve lighting conditions along 
Russell Street (Route 9) --an area which we feel must be pro- 
vided with good lighting because of the increased traffic and 
pedestrian travel. Installations were also made on Stockwell and 
Mt. Warner Roads which previously had no street lights. We re- 
cognize that the lighting on many streets in the town is inade- 
quate and improvements will be made as funds become avail- 
able. 


On two separate occasions board members traveled to Bos- 
ton to appear in opposition at hearings regarding the erection of 
additional billboards in the town. The hearings were held before 
the State Outdoor Advertising Board. We are pleased to report 
that 4 of the 5 applications at the first hearing were denied. To 
date we have not heard from OAB as to what action has been 
taken on the 3 applications involved at the second hearing. We 
shall continue in our policy to deny all applications to erect 
billboards that come before us. 
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Members of the conservation commission, park commission, 
planning board and selectmen met with representatives of the 
Hampshire Conservation District and the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice for the purpose of obtaining information for a town soils re- 
port and a natural resource inventory and development. 


At our request, and at no cost a Natural Resource Inventory 
will be prepared by a team of specialists from the Soil Conser- 
vation Service. Seven townspeople were named to serve as an 
advisory group. This group will work closely with the conser- 
vation district and the natural resource technical team to in- 
ventory the natural resources of the town and to evaluate the 
development potentials of the inventoried areas. 


When this report is delivered, a comprehensive, informative 
and detailed plan will be available to the town for use inprovi- 
ding areas for various kinds of recreational activities. 


A detailed town soils report containing soils interpretations 
and maps showing soil limitations for various land uses would 
provide valuable information to town committees, commissions, 
boards, etc. Landowners would find the survey useful and the 
purchaser would be able to determine where he might find good 
conditions for a leaching field or even a swimming pool. An ar- 
ticle calling for an appropriation to have this soil survey made 
is contained in the 1968 warrant and we recommend that a fa- 
vorable vote be given to this article. 


Meetings with other boards, departments and town counsel 
on matters and projects requiring joint consideration were held 
in addition to our regular weekly meetings. Accomplishments 
resulting from these meetings are contained in the reports of the 
individual boards and departments. 


Because of this combined effort and cooperation, we can 
note with satisfaction that the task of carrying out the responsi- 
bilities of this office was made easier, more efficient, and in the 
best interest of the town. Our sincere thanks to all.

SOUTHERN FRANKLIN WELFARE DISTRICT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


Welfare in every office in Massachusetts has been domin- 
ated by “Change” this year and your agency is no exception. 

Your long term Director, Mrs. Louise Clark, retired in Feb- 
ruary and Mrs. Josephine Cheney was appointed to fill the po- 
sition. Because of increasing caseloads and numbers of required 
reports, Miss Janice Clough became the third member of our 
clerical staff in June. During ten weeks this summer, we were 
privileged to participate in the federally funded Social Work 
Careers program and were most fortunate to be assigned Miss 
Bonnie Izmirian of Springfield College as our Student Social 
Worker. 


The tremendous growth of the Medical Assistance Program 
has not only increased costs but brought many new clients to 
the agency. Our total caseload on January first this year was 
167 and we are beginning 1968 with 270 cases on our rolls. A 
study of your Treasurer’s report will show the increase in Wel- 
fare costs to your town during 1967. 


Extra activities this year have included - 


1. The continuation of the Surplus Commodities Program 
which has also expanded so that we have engaged outside help 
for the distribution which now takes place on two days each 
month. 


2. Over a hundred children on our rolls were remembered 
at Christmas with help from Miss Emma Bower of Hadley, area 
merchants, individuals, and Deerfield Cub Scouts who also pro- 
vided four families with Thanksgiving baskets. 


3. Counselling Service has been sought by several non Wel- 
fare people and help has been given in the problem areas of 
money management, health care, marital discord, family rela- 
tionships, and employment referrals. 


Legislation passed this year removes Public Welfare Admin- 
istration from local Boards and Offices and places the responsi- 
bility entirely on the State. The transfer is expected to be com- 
plete by July first, 1968 and all costs incurred after that date 
will be met by the Commonwealth. This is not expected to create 
any change in continuing services to people in need. 
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A comparison of Hadley caseloads for the beginning of this 
year and January first, 1968 follows:

The following roads and streets were surface treated: South 
Maple Street junction northerly for 1.50 miles; East Hadley Road 
junction Bay Road easterly for 0.55 mile; Moody Bridge Road 
junction Bay Road easterly for 0.55 mile; Rocky Hill Road at 
Amherst Town Line westerly for 0.30 mile; Stockbridge Road 
junction River Drive easterly for 1.50 miles; Chmura Road junc- 
tion Hockanum Road easterly for 1.00 mile; Barrus Road junc- 
tion Hockanum Road easterly for 0.30 mile; Shattuck Road junc- 
tion Comins Road easterly for 0.20 mile and westerly for 0.10 
mile; North Maple Street junction Route 9 northerly for 0.30 
mile; Sylvia Heights junction Huntington Road southerly for 0.20 
mile; Meadowbrook Drive junction Huntington Road northerly 
for 0.40 mile. 


Improvements 


The South Middle Street and Bay Road intersection was 
changed from three approaches to one for safety purposes. At the 
Sunderland town line, River Drive southerly for 0.50 mile was 
widened and hard surfaced. North Branch Great Meadow Road 
junction Cemetery Road northerly for 0.40 mile was widened 
and surfaced. This road is used to the Town Dump. 


Considerable work was done through maintenance on the 
highway by scraping, Graveling, patching, cutting brush, sweep- 
ing, cleaning out ditches and catch basins; in the winter, plowing 
snow. 


Chapter 90 Construction 


At Bay Road junction East Hadley Road westerly for 2,400 
feet of roadway 30 feet wide, top course was applied and 1,410 
feet of berm was constructed. Due to the new State Law in land 
taking, Chapter 90 Construction for the Year 1967 was postponed 
until 1968. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance 


Surface Treatment—Bay Road junction Middle Street east- 
erly for 0.50 mile, and from junction East Hadley Road easterly 
for 1.00 mile; Roosevelt Street junction Knightly Road southerly 
for 0.90 mile. Considerable attention was given to the drainage 
problem along the entire Route 47. 
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Sidewalk—On Middle Street beginning at Dudkiewicz’s res- 
idence, the sidewalk was hard surfaced with 1-1 Bitumlnus As- 
phalt to Mr. Mac Gress’ driveway. Parts of sidewalks on Russell 
Street, Middle and North Hadley were resurfaced with fine as- 
phalt concrete. 


Chanter 679 (West Street) 


Under Chapter 679, we began Project by installing drainage 
pipe with metal culvert at Aqua Vitae Road with an outlet to 
the Sand Beach ditch. Material used on project consisted of 500 
feet of 30-inch pipe and 316 feet of 24-inch pipe. 

Bridges 


Moody Bridge Road bridge and Russellville Bridge repairs 
were delayed due to the shortage of labor. 


In my final report I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, 
the citizens of Hadley, the members of the Highway Department 
and State Supervisors for their continued cooperation during 
the past years.

On January 2, 1967, a spectacular fire with almost disasterous 
results engulfed the barn at the Lovell Farm in North Hadley. 
With the combined efforts of the men and equipment from both 
stations, the fire was contained before it had a chance to spread 
to the main house structure. A letter of deep appreciation was 
received from the Lovell family. Similar letters of appreciation 
and gratitude have also been received from the Heller family 
formerly of Hadley and Mr. Richard R. Frey of Hockanum. 


In order to effectively rescue livestock which were trapped 
in a barn, that had collapsed, manpower was needed. The siren 
was sounded, men responded and after hours of combined work 
from men and machinery, most of the livestock was removed 
from under the debris which had buried them. 
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The year 1967 was highlighted with a variety of many things, 
from a spectacular fire to the purchase of a new piece of appara- 
tus for the North Hadley Station. The new fire apparatus ap- 
proved at Town Meeting has been put into service at the North 
Hadley Station and it is with a sense of security that the old ap- 
paratus has been finally replaced with this new truck. 


Under the Mutual Aid Assistance Program, trucks were dis- 
patched to the towns of Amherst and Whately. We in turn re- 
ceived aid from Northampton for a fire which was out of the 
water district and water had to be trucked in. The City of North- 
ampton dispatched their tank truck. 


At the request of the State and Local Police, the Department 
was summoned to wash down and clear the road of the hazard 
created from spilled gasoline at the scene of accidents. 


A sudden wind storm that swept through the valley and dis- 
rupted power ard created a threat to homes when live wires 
were hanging precariously, a stand-by watch was established 
until all live wires were declared dead or reneired by Western 
Mass. Electric Co. 
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The local Nursing Home was inspected as required by State 
Law (quarterly). 


Fees for the installation or alteration of oil burning equip- 
ment which were collected have been turned in to the Town 
Treasurer. 


The Insurance Rating Bureau conducted a water flow test 
at the Shopping Plaza to determine the efficiency of the alarm 
system located at the Fire Station. All alarm units responded to 
the test and were given the OK by the inspector who had con- 
ducted the test. A separate monthly test is conducted at Zayre’s 
Department Store. 


Hadley experienced it’s first bomb scare on Nov. 14th at 
Hopkins Academy. Cooperating with the Chief of Police, man- 
power again was mustered to help search for the bomb. Appara- 
tus was dispatched to the scene to stand-by in the event that 
something actually did happen. A thorough and methodical search 
was conducted and when nothing was found, the incident was de- 
clared a hoax and the men and equipment were released with 
thanks from the Police Chief who was in charge of the search. 


In closing my report, I wish to express my thanks to the men 
who have so faithfully responded to alarms when they have been 
sounded. Mutual cooperation between Police and Fire Depart- 
ments is greatly appreciated.

I submit, herewith, my Annual Report as Chief of Police of 
the Town of Hadley for the year 1967. 


Constables elected at the last Annual Town Meeting include 
Frank Koloski, John Pliska. Adolph Pipezynski, Elward S. Was- 
kiewicz, Charles Wanat and Joel Searle. Appointed Police Of- 
ficers include Michael Martula, John Kowal, Joseph Drozdal, 
Joseph Wanczyk, Stanley Witkas, Bernett Waskiewicz, Robert 
Stefan and the six elected constables. Stanley Baj was appointed 
a Special Police Officer to assist at the school crossing. 


Several men attended police school in South Hadley. This 
course consisted of ten weekly meetings at which Massachusetts 
criminal law, motor vehicle violations and accident investigation 
were discussed. 


During the year of 1967, motor vehicle accidents have once 
again increased in number as the following table will illustrate:

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Of the 122 accidents investigated by our Department, 39 were 
prosecuted in Court and Registry action was taken against 36. 


Of the 166 accidents that occurred in the Town, 96 (or 82 
per cent), were on Route 9. Two of these involved fatalities. Six- 
teen accidents occurred on Route 47, ten on Rocky Hill Road and 
five on Route 116. The remaining 39 accidents occurred in vari- 
ous parts of Town. 


Traffic on Route 9 has steadily increased and, very likely, 
will continue to do so. The heaviest flow of traffic occurs be- 
tween the hours of 7:00 to 9:15 a.m. and 4:00 to 6:00 p.m. and 
all day on weekends. 


State Police do patrol Route 9 with our Department, but 
they, too, are plagued by a shortage of manpower. 


Crime has steadily increased, corresponding with a steady 
decrease in police powers. 


There have been more motor vehicle violations, more cases 
of breaking and entering, larceny and other crimes than ever 
before. The Department has taken some steps to curb the nu- 
merous cases of breaking and entering and larceny, but with a 
part time Department and a limited budget, other activities had 
to be curtailed. 


The following table shows the investigations made by the 
Department during the past three years and will give some in- 
dication of the rising crime rate.

With the steadily increasing rate of growth of our commu- 
nity the traffic problem on Route 9, and the rise in the crime 
rate, the citizens of Hadley should be looking forward to estab- 
lishing a full time department. A study of the Police Department 
should be made now and plans formulated to establish a perma- 
nent police force before we are forced to do so. There seems to 
be an increasing dependence of our citizens upon the local Police 
as evidenced by an average of fourteen calls a day on matters 
ranging from skunks in the cellar to suicides. Police Officers are 
routinely needed at various school and civic functions, for traf- 
fic control, and business and home security, not to mention ac- 
cident and crime investigations. In an effort to curb the many 
cases of breaking and entering and larceny, members of the De- 
partment have spent many more hours patrolling, especially in 
the early morning. On such patrols, it has been discovered that 
doors and windows have been left unlocked thus providing po- 
tential sites for crime. 


I would like to express my sincere appreciation to my fel- 
low police officers, other town officials, and especially to the citi- 
zens of Hadley for their understanding and cooperation during 
the year.

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REPORT OF THE CEMETERY COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Complying with law and custom, the cemetery committee 
submit their annual report. 


The season of 1967 produced a return to normal rainfall, 
which made more mowing necessary than had been the custom 
in the past few years. The daylight savings law is most helpful 
to us because almost all of our help hold other jobs, and work 
after 4 p.m. and weekends. Many weekends were rainy. We are 
using almost entirely rotary mowers, as they eliminate much 
trimming. 


We were able to hire help to straighten up a large number 
of stones which were tilting and about to upset due to frost 
heaves. The 1820 section in the Old Hadley Cemetery bore the 
brunt of the 1936 flood, and many of the marble markers are in 
a weakened condition. 


We installed two markers for soldiers. who had none. These 
were provided by the War Dept. 


We replaced the fence in front of the Russellville Cemetery 
which was of wooden picket construction. The gates were too 
narrow for a vehicle to enter and not possible for a snow plow 
to enter in the winter. The wooden fence rails on the other three 
sides need painting this year. 


It was a quiet year for burials, none in North Hadley Cem- 
etery, one in Russellville, three in Plainville, one in Hockanum, 
and one child in Old Hadley. No lots were sold, but three per- 
petual care funds were received, 


There were a great many visitors to the older sections of Old 
Hadley Cemetery and Hockanum Cemetery. Many were making 
rubbings of the designs on the stones. These designs were popular 
until 1817, after that, most stones carry only birth and death dates. 
A large number of tourists went to the Expo 67 and then came 
and spent some time looking up locations of colonial ancestors, 
burials, and home sites.

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REPORT OF THE ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Zoning Board of Appeals hereby submits its annual re- 
port for the year ending December 31, 1967. 

This Board reviewed eighteen petitions during 1967, an in- 
crease of 100% over the number filed in 1966. Fourteen var- 
lances or special permits were granted, four were denied or 
withdrawn. The denials were based on failure to prove exten- 
ating circumstances as outlined in the 1961 Zoning By-Law. 

The review of these petitions requires considerably more 
time than in the past, as problems are more complex in nature 
due to the expanded operations of developers and the increase 
in commercial building construction. 

Much of the commercial building in Hadley is now sponsored 
by outside interests and their (very understandable) effort to 
obtain maximum returns on investments have resulted in peti- 
tions for variances of the Hadley Zoning By-Law. Our meetings 
have on occasion assumed the aspects of a day in court with 
very able legal talent pleading for the petitioners. In these in- 
stances our Town Counsel, Miss Porada, has never failed to be 
present. We are grateful to her for this and for the patient assis- 
tance she has given us throughout the year. 

The Board would like to extend appreciation to Louis P. 
Klimoski for his faithful public service while serving on this 
Board from 1956 until his resignation on September Ist, 1967. 
At that time the Board was re-organized with senior member 
Stanley Fil elected Chairman; Alice Banack, Clerk; and Vernon 
Thomas, Member. 

It will be a great relief to have our own office in the pro- 
posed renovation of the Town Hall. At present we must carry 
all our records and supplies from meeting to meeting as we have 
no storage space in the Town Hall and we never know what 
space will be available for our Public Hearings. 

The Planning Board and Town Counsel of 1961 did the Town 
of Hadley an immeasurable service in formulating the Zoning 
By-Law at that time. Were it not for their foresightedness the 
town building could now be in an appalling mess. 

With the growth of the Town of Hadley it is anticipated 
that an increase in the number of petitions, particularly those 
involving commercial development, can be expected.

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REPORT OF THE SEWER COMMISSIONERS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


During the past year, two new street sewer projects have 
been completed in the EASTERLY section of Town, namely 288 
Russell Street through 298 Russell Street and from Mill Valley 
Road WEST to 219 Russell Street. 

There are 68 tie-ins to the sewer which include shopping 
center stores, motels, business establishments and a private dwel- 
lings. The sewer entrance and use fees have helped finance our 
system. The daily flow of the sewer system is 30,000 gallons 
per day or 1/10 the rated capacity of the system. The present pop- 
ulation served is 300; the future 3,000 people. 

The Department of Housing and Urban Development to 
whom the Board has made application was rejected back in 
July of 1967. Their claims was that projects to be considered ex- 
ceed the funds available. 

This has placed the project known as Phase II to serve the 
center of town in a cartwheel spin. Although, we have made ap- 
plication to the Farmers Home Administration in hopes that aid 
might be available to secure funds from them did not materialize. 
We are proposing an expansion of our Sewer facilities to be con- 
sidered under an article in this year’s warrant that was formerly 
a portion of Phase II. to go WESTERLY along both sides of 
Russell Street to junction of West Street, then down the Com- 
mon to serve both sides of West Street, SOUTH to the junction 
of Bay Road and West Street to a lift STATION, then along 
the Bay Road to the lift station on Middle Street. 

This has been surveyed and planned under a former Gov- 
ernment Loan. This will be the biggest expansion that this de- 
partment has ventured without Government aid. 

We feel that this phase of the project should be undertaken 
at this time and not be delayed any longer. 

The Massachusetts Water Resources Board has given us an 
annual reimbursement payment totalling $13,483.00 for our co- 
operating to clean up pollution in the River. 

We wish to thank all for cooperating with us during the 
year.

Honorable Selectmen and fellow Citizens: 


The trustees of Goodwin Memorial Library held monthly 
meetings throughout the year. These meetings took place at the 
Library on second Tuesday of each month. 

Goodwin Memorial Library is open Monday through Friday 
from 1:30 to 4:30 P.M. and Tuesday and Friday evenings from 
0200 (t07G:5U .PuVi 

Mrs. Jane Pierce is now head librarian with Miss Grace 
Crosier chief assistant. During the first half of the year Louise 
Konieczny and Janice Konieczny served as aides. Since Septem- 
ber Patricia Pekala has served as aide during afternoon hours 
as she has been needed. Mr. Charles Murphy has been covering 
the evening hours. 

Mrs. Pierce has continued her professional improvement by 
taking a five week course in cataloging at the Greenfield Public 
Library last spring. Each sesson lasted two and a half hours and 
she received a certificate for this work. The course was sponsored 
by the Western Massachusetts Regional Library Service. 

The Bookmobile made eight calls this year and we borrowed 
approximately 150 books each trip. 

Circulation at the Library this year numbered 5,768 books. 
New books purchased this year totaled 265. Following some care- 
ful and considerate weeding a number of books were removed 
from circulation. Although the selection of books has increased 
the numbder of adult readers has declined. Perhaps we could 
blame television for this downward trend. Greatest use of the 
library is made by students in all grades and by the residents of 
the Golden Court. 

The old furnace finally refused to function and it was re- 
placed with a new one which thus far has worked very well. 
A new enclosure has been erected to give greater protection to 
the west entry which is the most used door. 

Mrs. Lloyd Bristol exhibited eight of her paintings for a few 
months in our library. They attracted much attention and the 
trustees are grateful to Mrs. Bristol for the loan of this artistic 
collection. 

A dinner in appreciation of Miss Grace Crosier’s fifty years 
of faithful and devoted service was held with many former trus- 
tees and assistants in attendance. Miss Crosier also received let- 
ters of congratulations from those unable to attend. 

Next year we should do some do some painting on the in- 
terior and the exterior. The exterior was last painted just prior 
to the 300th anniversary and the interior sometime before that. 
The English Ivy is growing so luxuriantly that it is beginning to 
cover the windows and the fire escape and will have to be 
trimmed.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


Trustees of the Goodwin Memorial Library: 


I herewith submit my annual report for 1967 as Librarian 
of the North Hadley Branch of the Goodwin Memorial Library. 

The North Hadley Branch has been open on 94 days during 
the year. It has seemed advantageous for the library to be open 
on Thursdays from 3 to 5 P.M. in addition to the regular hours 
of 3 to 5 and 6:30 to 9:00 P.M. on Mondays. 

There were 63 books added to the shelves in 1967, as well as 
23 pamphlets of various kinds. A set of the Audubon Nature En- 
cyclopedia has also been acquired. Of the new books, 21 were 
juvenile and 42 were adult books. Donations of books have been 
received from Miss Catherine Huntington, Mrs. Velma Kentfield, 
R. W. French, Mrs. June Lovell, Miss Marie Lastowski, Mrs. Do- 
heny Sessions and Mrs. Miriam Pratt. 

There was a total circulation of 3003 books for the year, again 
of 65 over last years totals. By months the circulation was as 
follows: 

January 277; February 181; March 261; April 195; 
May 260; June 280; July 290; August173; September 
May 260; June 280; July 290; August 173; September 

There are 103 borrowers currently using the library. 

The Bookmobile continues to come approximately every 6 
weeks, and leaves a stimulating and varied selection of both ju- 
venile and adult books.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


In this annual report, your Board of Health will try to ac- 
quaint you with some of the problems facing Hadley. 

The Town of Hadley has been fortunate in obtaining the 
residence and establishment of a dental office. We are grateful 
to have Dr. Edward Smola come to our assistance in promoting 
good dental hygiene for our school children and the residents 
of our town. 

Our medical needs at present are great and could be rec- 
tified by the residence of a medical physician. The Board recog- 
nizes this as a hardship and is concerned with this problem. It 
is anxious to locate a medical physician who would establish 
a practice in our town to assist us in our health care services. 


Public Health Nurse: 


Our Public Health nurse served the residents on a part- 
time basis. With growing demands for her services and our con- 
cern for the promotion of good health, the board feels we should 
create this to a full-time status. 

We also feel that she should maintain a separate office or 
a private area where records, medication, medical supplies, and 
equipment could be stored. A permanent office would facilitate 
services and convenience to the residents. 


Eating Establishments: 

The Board of Health inspects all food servicing establish- 
ments to sanitary standards. Inspections were made at intervals 
with generally good results. 

With recommendation and cooperation. the sanitary con- 
ditions have improved. 


Disposal of Sevtic Tank Fluid: 

Currently this board is allowing the disposal of septic tank 
fluids on private property located in the south end of town. This 
arrangement is necessary as the town has no other feasible fa- 
cilities. It is essential that permanent adequate facilities be estab- 
lished and the board is askng your cooperation in locating an 
adequate area for this disposal. 


Sewer Connections: 

The Massachusetts General Law relating to Public Health, 
Chapter 83, Section II. 

“The Board of Health of a town may require the owner or 
occupant of any building upon land abutting on a public or 
private way in which there is a common sewer, to connect the 
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same therewith by a sufficient drain and such owner or occu- 
pant who fails to comply with such order shall be punished by 
a fine.” 


Building Permits: 
General Laws relating to Public Health (Massachu- 
setts), the Sanitary Code, Article XI. Regulation 2.4. 
“Construction under a building permit on land where a com- 
mon sewer is not available may not proceed until a disposal 
works construction permit has been obtained from the Board of 
Health.” 


Town Dump: 

The efforts and cooveration of the Board of Selectmen, 
Highway Devt., Mr. Procon, and, most of all, you the citizen, 
accounts for the excellent condition of our disposal area. 

Herewith we would like to indicate that it is illegal to own 
an uncontrolled private dump, in addition to cluttering the land- 
scape. For this reason let us cooperate and use the town dump 
which is supported by you.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Hadley: 


I herewith submit my report as Public Health Nurse for 
the Town of Hadley. 


The past year has been an extremely busy year. Over 754 
home visits were made for treatment of patients, at the request 
of their family physicians. The number of patients cared for was 
about 200. In April and May the Board of Health held tetanus, 
diphtheria and whooping cough immunization clinics for school 
children from kindergarten through grade 12. Pre-school chil- 
dren were eligible for this service, but only 5 reported for their 
innoculations. 


The Board of Health was asked to assist the school depart- 
ment with a health problem, which we were happy to do. 


The Board was called upon to make a survey for the Frank- 
lin County Mental Health Association, Workshop Services Plan- 
ning. The first steps in the establishment of a sheltered workshop 
for older mentally and physically handicapped persons has been 
taken. Sheltered workshop programs in other communities have 
given the older retardate a sense of belonging to the community 
and feeling of independence. He earns his own pay and learns 
to develop community responsibility. The shelter helps all hand- 
icapped persons, not just the mentally retarded. 


A questionnaire concerning the relationship between health 
agencies and disabled citizens was filed for the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts Vocational Rehabilitation Planning Commission. 


The local Board of Health received a grant from the Divi- 
sion of Communicable Diseases for home visits to families of 
newborns and two year old children to determine if families are 
adequately immunized and to provide assistance to correct de- 
ficiencies where indcated. 


The cost of a visit for general care is $3.00. A sliding scale 
is used so that the individual pays accordingly to his financial 
ability. The services of the nurse are made available to everyone 
irrespective of income upon the request of family physician. 
Those unable to pay are cared for free of charge. 


As hospital care increases in cost, home care with equip- 
ment available from the loan closet, as it is in Hadley, is a won- 
derful comfort. 


There were many calls for hospital beds, commodes, crutches, 
and wheelchairs and other sick room necessities. All these are 
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available without charge. Reauests for the use of these articles 
should be made to your Nurse or Mrs. John Sessions. who gives 
so freely of her time. 


The Board of Health wishes to thank Miss Helen Nash and 
Mrs. Charles Ross who have donated wheelchairs to the loan 
closet. Usually sick room equipment is needed for a short time, 
yet purchase or rental adds to the burden already imposed by 
illness of accident.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


The School Building Committee, responsible for the addi- 
tions and renovations at Hopkins Academy, concluded its work 
on October 23, 1967 by authorizing all outstanding bills for pay- 
ment. Responsibility for the school has been given to the School 
Committee. On December 7, 1967, a final accounting for the pro- 
ject prepared by the Town Accountant was delivered to the 
School Building Assistance Commission in Boston. 


Votes of regular and special Town Meetings appropriated 
$37,200 of town funds and authorized $763,000 in bonds of which 
$760,000 were actually issued. Few change orders were issued 
during construction, with the result that a considerable sum of 
money originally schedule for miscellaneous and contingency 
expense remained after construction was completed. These monies 
were used to purchase additional equipment for the project. The 
final project cost amounted to $797,086.06. $113.94 in town funds 
were returned to the town. 
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The final accounting of funds indicated the following an- 
portionment:

Currently, the project is being reviewed hy accountants of 
School Building Assistance Commission to determine the amount 
which will be finally certified for fnancial support by the State. 
Under the law, no monies expended by the Town for renovation 
can be supported by the State. That portion of the project con- 
structed with money from bonds issued by the Town will be 
partially reimbursed by the State at the rate of 47.69% over 
the 20-year life of the bonds.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE REPORT 
To the Citizens of the Town of Hadley: 


The Hadley School System is rapidly approaching the time 
when some very dramatic changes are going to take place. These 
changes will be brought about by factors mostly from without 
the community. 


The first factor which can be readily seen is the growth of 
the University of Massachusetts and its effect on Hadley. There 
is no doubt Hadley must grow as the University grows and nor- 
mally there should be an increase in our school population. How 
rapidly our school system will have to expand is an unknown 
factor but we should be prepared for this eventuality on all grade 
levels. Although this growth will effect the setup of our school 
plant with the need for possible additions or new buildings, the 
results might be considered minor in comparison with the changes 
that will take place due to the directives of the new State Board 
of Education. 


The State Board of Education is presently undertaking a 
very active role in all educational programs in the state. Em- 
powered by the Willis-Harrington Act this board is presently 
reviewing the educational structure in the state and starting to 
make changes. 


A directive coming from this Board very soon will set up 
pupil-teacher ratios considered to be necessary for good class- 
room work. Perhaps we will come close to this ratio in the ele- 
mentary grades but it is apparent that we probably will not meet 
the requirements on the secondary level. Also the state will ask a 
definite ratio of non-teaching personnel, such as supervisors, 
librarians, guidance counselors. etc. This edict will increase the 
number of personnel employed in our school. 


The guidelines for school size presently under study by the 
State Board could have the greatest effect on the present day 
Hadley system. School systems the size of Hadley cannot offer 
quality education is the contention of the Board of Education. 
They feel that a school system should be twice the size of Hadley 
to offer a complete educational program. Under our present 
situation, the State would make no move to interfere with Hadley, 
but if ever we go to Boston for funds for a new building, the State 
will probably insist on regionalization with another system. 


We are sure that you see the problem that Hadley is certainly 
going to have to face. The School Department has recently been 
surveyed by a class from the Educational Administration branch 
of the School of Education and more recently by a group selected 
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by the School Committee to come un with some recommedations 
about our system. Both of these groups recommended that we 
increase our plant size and also to increase our program. It is 
with this in mind that we are asking for the establishment of a 
School Building Needs Committee. 


This committee would study all facets of our future program 
and make some definite recommendations to the town. 


A sub-committee was formed from your present School Com- 
mittee to negotiate a contract with the Hadley Teachers’ Associ- 
ation. A contract has been signed and pay scales and working 
conditions agreed upon. This sub-committee made up of Mr. Rob- 
ert Light, Chairman, Mrs. Doris Logan, and Mr. John Kelley 
worked many hours to reach an agreement with the teachers 
and certainly should be praised for bringing about an agreement 
amicable with the teachers. If you notice, perhaps the greatest 
increase in our budget is the instructional account. This is due 
to the fact that the State has once again raised the minimum 
salary. We feel now that we have a salary schedule to attract 
and retain competent teachers. 


Once again we are asking that preliminary steps be taken 
to increase our acreage around Hopkins Academy. We will be 
expanding our athletic program so that we will need more land 
in the near future. It is also necessary to move the baseball dia- 
mond from its present location and additional land will be need- 
ed to find an adequate permanent site for the field. 


In summary your school system will undergo changes in the 
near future and most of these changes will be brought about by 
factors over which we have no control. The town of Hadley has 
always supported its schools but at the present time this support 
will have to increase at a faster pace to maintain its standing in 
the State program.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Committee and the Citizens of Hadley: 


I submit this my third annual report. 


Attached to my report are various reports describing the 
details of our several departments. I respectfully urge your study 
of each of these reports. 


I would like to limit my comments to several general as- 
pects of the future for the Hadley Public Schools and one specific 
aspect of the 1967 school year. 


The year 1967 may well be marked as one of the most me- 
morable in the history of the Hadley School System. Tremendous 
external forces such as the State Department of Education and 
the New England Association of Secondary Schools and Colleges 
are being brought to bear on the small school systems of Massa- 
chusetts. 


Basically these external experts say that in today’s world 
every school system must recognize its responsibility to provide 
a competitive education for every boy and girl in its care. Census 
figures show that 50% or more of the students graduating from 
any school system will become adult citizens in some community 
other than that in which they attend school. This figure is the 
basis for the statement that every community must educate its 
students to participate and compete in a community larger than 
that bounded by town lines. 


I wish to repeat emphatically that the basic services that 
have traditionally been offered by the Hadley Schools have been 
well done. In the last two years the citizens of Hadley by their 
support of the budgets requested of them have allowed many 
new services to be provided for their children. Again in 1968 
several new services are requested and can be identified within 
the specific budget. I naturally hope that you will support the 
specific school budget proposed to you, but I hope that you will 
look beyond this particular budget to the basic decisions facing 
your School Department. 


Can a school system numbering 860 children offer the ser- 
vices demanded by our present day society? Some examples of 
such services which do not presently exist and are not budgeted 
for in 1968 are: 


1. A language laboratory 

An elementary guidance counselor 

An elementary central library 

A professionally trained elementary Librarian 

A second modern foreign language at Hopkins Academy 
Foreign language instruction at an earlier grade level 


Do wy 
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7. Increased course offerings in Math and Science for 
college-bound students 


8. Increased course offerings in vocational courses for 
children not attending school after graduation. 


The above reflect only a partial listing of the many demands 
and recommendations being passed on to small school systems 
that we are presently unable to meet. Within the past few months 
three small Massachusetts high schools have lost their accredit- 
ation by the New England Association of Secondary Schools and 
Colleges. These communities and others in the state are operating 
school programs virtually paralyzed while studies and re-studies 
are made as to how to face up to or avoid the present day ed- 
ucational issues. 


Realizing that there may be alternatives that I have not re- 
cognized, I wish to summarize the three obvious choices avail- 
able to the citizens of Hadley: 


1. Operate our school system as though every child in it 
would always live in Hadley and provide only those ser- 
vices needed to prepare them to live in our town. 


2. Operate by ourselves a school system that recognizes 
that our children will live in many areas and provide 
services competitive or equal to other Massachusetts 
School systems. 


3. Operate in partnership with neighboring communities a 
school system that recognizes that many services are 
needed to provide all children with an equal preparation 
for adult life. 


This year your School Committee is requesting the appoint- 
ment of a School Building Needs Committee with a Sub-Com- 
mittee identified as a Regionalization Planning Committee. I res- 
pectfully urge your support of this article, and I further urge that 
every citizen become conversant with the complex demands 
facing your School Department at this time. 


The School Department in 1967 over spent its requested bud- 
get by approximately $20,000. The reasons for such over ex- 
penditure are as follows: 


1. Despite careful prior analysis of anticipated use of the 
actual fuel consumption at Hopkins Academy in its first 
full year in operation exceeded by the predicted sum 
of $3,500. 

2. The cost of electricity likewise exceeded the predicted 
sum by $1,200. 


3. The filter bed behind Hopkins which was supposedly 
sufficient to care for our needs, failed and 4,000 unplan- 
ned-on dollars were needed; first for repairs and then 
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to connect Hopkins Academy to the sewer system by 
way of Russell School. 

4. Traditionally the sum requested in the substitute tea- 
chers’ account is the average amount spent over the past 
3 years. In 1967 the substitute teachers’ account required 
$2,500 more than budgeted. 

4. Finally, but not least in importance, 1967 marked the 
first time that Federal Funds under Public Laws 864 and 
874 had to be applied directly to the current budget. As 
a result of an error in posting these Federal monies with- 
in the School Department books, $11,000 was counted 
twice when obviously it only existed once. This account- 
ing error was discovered in August, early enough to save 
some of the possible damage but too late when coupled 
with the above factors to prevent a 1967 deficit.

Due to a change in the program of studies, Latin I is not 
listed this year and French I is listed as both Freshmen and Soph- 
omore courses. Formerly, Latin I and Latin II were offered pri- 
marily to grades 9 and 10, with French I being offered for 3 years 
starting in grade 10. Now, French I will be offered in grade 9 
allowing for four years of that language while Latin will be of- 
fered first in grade 10 with 3 years of Latin now possible. 


Evaluation of Hovkins Academy 


Hopkins Academy will be evaluated by the New England 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools (NEACSS) this 
year on the days of April 29, 30 and May 1. 


The purpose of the evaluation is the complete appraisal of the 
quality of education offered by Hopkins Academy and to pro- 
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vide encouragement to the staff to look for better materials 
and methods for improvement. It should be emphasized that the 
school is not being compared to anything but itself and how well 
it is doing the job it is supposed to be doing for the students of 
Hopkins Academy. 

Hopkins is undergoing now a self-evaluation which allows 
the school to determine how it is carrying out its functions as 
a school as listed in the Evaluative Criteria 1960 edition which is 
the booklet used by all schools in the country. On the three days 
listed above, a team of educators composed of teachers, adminis- 
trators and at least one member from the State Department of 
Education will comprise the Evaluation Committee and will re- 
present the NEACSS in carrying out the evaluation. 


The large committee will be divided into numerous sub- 
committees to evaluate all aspects of education at the school. 
They will evaluate not only the obvious areas such as Science, 
Math. Art, Music. Home Economics etc. but others as well in- 
cluding The School Plant, The Student Activity Program, The 
Program of Studies, Health Services, Guidance Services etc. 


The reports from these committees will be the basis of the 
total report given to the school by the chairman approximately 
two months after the visit. The individual committee reports 
will consist of commendations and a number of recommendations. 


The written report will be considered by the NEACSS and 
they in turn will notify Hopkins Academy if it has been voted 
continued membership for the next 10 years (maximum). 


This will be the second evaluation for Hopkins Academy as 
the school was evaluated first in 1958. All schools in New Eng- 
land had to be evaluated in the ten year cycle that started in 
1955. Extensions were allowed for certain schools for two years 
until December 1967. As most of the schools were evaluated in 
the last five years of this cycle, we are one of the few schools 
in New England ready to be evaluated for the second time. We 
hope to make use of the recommendations made by this commit- 
tee to improve what we think already is a quality education. 


The basis for an evaluation of a secondary school is the de- 
gree to which that school approaches the goals set forth in its 
written statement of Philosophy. The following statement of Phi- 
losophy was written, discussed, revised and finally adopted by 
the entire faculty of Hopkins Academy. 


Statement of Philosophy of Honvkins Academy 


Ideally, an American Secondary School must be prepared to 
educate all of the children of the community that establishes and 
supports it, regardless of the variety of abilities, interests and 
backgrounds that these children shall display. Therefore, Hop- 
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kins Academy, must offer a curriculum in keeping with this, be 
consistent with these varying needs and rich enough to allow 
the individual the opportunity of developing his full intellectual 
potential. 

Though the primary function of the school is the intellectual 
development of the student, it must also share with rest of the 
community—the home, churches and other agencies—the re- 
sponsibility for the physical, social, and moral development of 
the student. It must offer the opportunity for this growth through 
adequate curricular and extracurricular programs that are com- 
patible with the widest range of aptitudes, interests, and abil- 
ties. In order to justify public trust and supports, and to insure 
the welfare of the democratic community, the school must en- 
deavor to impart to the student the ability and knowledge to live 
constructively within that community. 


In order to implement this philosophy, the school has recog- 
nized its specific functions and thus: 


1. provides a curricular and extracurricular program which 
allows the student to choose varied programs of academic study 
and from extracurricular program which does take into account 
the different interests and abilities of students. To the extent 
possible, curriculum revision and added extracurriculum offer- 
ings attempt to enlarge the scope of choice offered each student 
as facilities enlarge and personnel increases in number. 


2. accepts the responsibility for the intellectual development 
of each student by providing him with basic skills, academic 
competence, intellectual curiosity, and critical thinking, and thus, 
seeks to prepare the student to earn a living, to advance his ed- 
ucation, and to enter into adult society. 


3. through classroom activities, extracurricular activities, 
guidance, good example, teacher-pupil contact and the co-opera- 
tion of the community, is responsible for the development of 
self-confidence, self-understanding, social understanding and re- 
spect for others. 


4. concerns itself with the development of good citizenship 
and promotes the desire and ability of each student to be effec- 
tive and loyal in continuing, strengthening, and improving A- 
merican society. To this end, the school provides each student 
with an understanding of the historical foundations of his society 
and seeks to develop within the student an ability to interpret 
present and future problems in relation to that background. 

5. develops an awareness and appreciation of aesthetics by 
offering an opportunity for every student through literature, art, 
music and drama to become aware of values which might then 
be applied to his daily living. 
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6. promotes good mental and physical health by providing 
each student with an environment to make him aware of the 
importance of both by offering him guidance through a physical 
education and school health program. 

Expo ’67 Trip 

On behalf of all school officials plus the members of the Hop- 
kins Academy band, I would like to express a most sincere thank 
you to the many people who made possible the trip to Expo ’67, 
this past September. We especially appreciated the efforts of 
the Expo ’67 Committee composed of parents whose sons or 
daughters were members of the band. They put in many hours 
of their time both working and at committee meetings in order 
to make the trip possible. 


The trip lasted four days and all transportation, housing and 
meals were paid for by the committee. The band gave two per- 
formances at a bandshell located between the British and French 
Pavilions and built out into the St. Lawrence River. A third per- 
formance was given at the U. S. Pavilion. Congratulations and 
words of praise were received from Expo officials, visitors and 
even workers who had an opportunity to hear many bands per- 
form throughout the year. There was sufficient time for students 
to visit most of the pavilions making the trip a most rewarding 
experience for all band members. 


Normally, my report includes a brief statistical analysis of 
the preceding graduating class. This year that report will be in- 
cluded with the repvort of our Guidance Counselor. Mr. Norman 
Smith. In addition, he has included, briefly, some of the guidance 
services available to the students of Hopkins Academy. 

In conclusion, I would like to thank you, Mr. Hall, for your 
inspirational leadership and welcomed advice throughout the 
year. I would also like to thank the School Committee members 
for their commitment to provide the best possible education to 
the students of Hadley. In addition, I would like to thank the 
Board of Trustees for their contributions to the school. Finally, 
I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, the Police and 
Highway Departments and all other town officials for their co- 
operation and obvious interest in Hopkins Academy.

REPORT OF 
GUIDANCE DEPARTMENT OF HOPKINS ACADEMY 


Mr. Joseph E. Zalot, Principal 
Hopkins Academy 
Hadley, Massachusetts 


Dear Mr. Zalot: 


In submitting my report, I feel it important to acquaint all 
interested people in Hadley, not only with a statistical followup 
of the class of 1967, but a general outline of guidance services 
as related to student progress, grades seven through twelve. 


In the 7th and 8th grades, individual counseling is available, 
with the emphasis on pre-high school counseling for course se- 
lection while in the 8th grade. The school conducts an orienta- 
tion program, to acquaint all interested parents. and students 
with the total scope of programs offered, their objectives and 
purposes. Individual counseling follows, including the student’s 
selection of program. (Testing: grades 7 and 8, Stanford Achieve- 
ment and Otis Mental Ability) 


In the 9th grade, there is close followup of students having 
academic adjustment problems. By means of teacher-counselor 
communications, recommendations are made to both student and 
parent, being either course or section change. Individual coun- 
seling is available. (Testing: 9th grade, National Education De- 
velopment Tests) 


In the 10th grade there is continued followup. Most prob- 
lems in the 9th grade have been worked out. Many students are 
involved in school activities possibly geared toward an interest 
or goal. All occupational, vocational and educational informa- 
tion is always available to students. Individual counseling is also 
available. (Testing: 10th grade, National Educational Develop- 
ment Tests.) 


In the 11th grade, interests in future education become more 
intense. There is group counseling in the second semester for all 
college-bound students, with approximately 10 sessions, followed 
by field trips to area colleges. Initial steps toward choosing a 
college are taken. Non-college students are encouraged to seek 
vocational and occupational information, leading to possibly 
trade schools or other post high school educational training. In- 
dividual counseling more available. (Testing: llth grade, Pre- 
liminary Scholastic Aptitude Test, Otis Mental Ability, the Scho- 
lastic Aptitude Test and the CEEB Achievement Tests). 


In the 12th grade, the college prep students are applying to 
many higher institutions of learning. Vocational students are 
also interested and are applying to area vocational schools for 
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post grad training. Field trips and interviews continue. Person- 
nel from the military, area schools, and industry visit the school, 
to speak to interested students, particularly those who don’t in- 
tend to continue formal education. (Testing: 12th Grade, Scho- 
lastic Aptitude Test, Achievement Tests, National League of 
Nursing Exam, others.) Individual counseling most available. 


Other guidance services for grades 9-12: 


1. Group Guidance: an approach to aid students solve own 
problems in group discussion with their peers. Initially 
successful. 

2. Working with different school groups as an information 
source, for open houses, guest speakers and other related 
activities. 

3. A source of occupational information. 

4. Individual counseling, both counselor-counselee and re- 
ferral. 


Statistical Followup of the Class of 1967 - 50 students 


The Division of Elementary and Secondary Education of the 
Massachusetts Department of Education conducted a followup 
survey of the future education of the graduates of Massachusetts 
high schools of the class of 1964. Figures show that 29% of the 
graduates entered four-year degree-granting institutions, and 
52% of the graduates continued their education beyond high 
school. The Hopkins Academy class cf 1967 had 44% of its grad- 
uates accepted and enrolled in four-year colleges, and 88% con- 
tinue formal education. Although the followup survey figures 
from the Massachusetts Devartment of Education are a few years 
old. the statistics for the class of 1967 are highly impressive, and 
the wercentages represent the highest in Hopkins Academy’s 
history. 


The students have been accepted and are attending the fol- 
lowing four-year colleges: Westfield State, Bridgewater State, 
University of Maine, Colby College, Georgia Tech, Lyndon State, 
Stonehill College, St. Joseph’s College, Hope College, College of 
Our Lady of the Elms, Anna Maria College, Merrimack College. 
College of St. Rose, Worcester State, Tusculum College, Oiter- 
bein College, Western Kentucky, and the University of Massa- 
chusetts (18 of 22 applications were accepted). Nursing programs 
acceptances: Providence, Burbank, Cooley Dickinson and Massa- 
chusetts General Hospitals. Junior College acceptances: Holyoke 
Community, Wentworth Institute, Northampton Commercial, 
Leicester Junior, Stockbridge, Dean Junior, Greenfield Com- 
munity, and Springfield Technical Institute. Vocational insti- 
tution acceptances: Holyoke Trade, Radio Electronics Training 
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School, East Coast Aero Tech School, Chicopee Trade, Spring- 
field Trade, and Smith Vocational. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to the Board 
of Trustees, the School Committee, Mr. Hall, and you, Mr. Zalot, 
for your assistance in my first year as guidance counselor here 
at Hopkins Academy. Your sincere interest in the need for gui- 
dance services will most assuredly be continued and expanded, 
in the light of ideals and prides associated with Hopkins Aca- 
demy.

REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL PRINCIPAL

Dear Mr. Hall: 


I herewith submit my second annual report of the elementary 
schools of Hadley. 

Below is a listing of the numbers of pupils in the elementary 
schools as of October 1, 1967:

We are most pleased to note that of our entire elementary 
staff, only two teachers left our staff. This small turnover allows 
little loss of the continuity of on-going programs. 

With the addition of our small group instruction class and 
another classroom teacher, our total staff now numbers eighteen 
classroom teachers, one assistant teacher, five part time special- 
ists, three of whom are shared with Hopkins. Our pupil-teacher 
ratio at present is about 22 to 1. 

Following recommendations made to us by the State Depart- 
ment of Education, we this year have inaugurated a class in spec- 
ial education, which we have termed Small Group Instruction. 

A totally different approach to the education of fifth and 
sixth grade pupils was begun in September. Under the new for- 
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mat, pupils are instructed in reading and mathematics by group- 
ing according to ability -- science, social studies, and language 
(English) are presented in a departmentalized fashion; that is, 
certain teachers, in addition to teaching reading and mathematics, 
specialize in fields of their own choosing. Boys and girls ‘“‘change”’ 
classes in a way similar to that used in secondary schools. At 
this point in the school year, the experiment seems quite suc- 
cessful. 


A renewed relationship with the University of Massachusetts 
has facilitated the placement of student teachers in the element- 
ary schools of Hadley. For this opportunity, we are most apprec- 
lative. 


Building, Revairs and Additions 


At Hooker School, two different teaching stations were ac- 
quired by renovating a storage room which is now used for the 
small group instruction class and a portion of the cafeteria was 
partitioned by the use of a large, soundproof folding door. This 
latter room houses a fourth grade. The addition of these stations 
enables us to continue to improving our total program. 


By authorization of the last town meeting, a sum of money 
was set aside to make certain improvements in the Russell School 
building. Completely renovated toilet facilities constituted a 
large portion of the total project. Anyone who was familar with 
the former out-dated, worn-out fixtures realizes what an im- 
provement that is! 


Keeping in mind, the safety of the children in our care, a 
chain-link fence was erected on the Russell Street side of the 
school. It is the hope of the administration that some type of 
greenery may be used to beautify the fence. 

A fire detection system was installed to warn occupants of 
fire especially in non-classroom areas. A fire wall was placed 
in the basement to prevent the rapid spread of fire. Both of the 
foregoing items were installed because we recognize the possible 
consequences and also because the state fire inspector deemed 
them necessary. 


All classrooms in the building were painted. 


The outside flagpole which was broken by falling ice was 
replaced by a free standing steel pole. 

The bell tower was enclosed with screening to discourage 
pigeons from settling inside the building as they had in the 
past. As a result the “colony” has almost completely disappeared 
making for a cleaner yard. 


Curriculum Considerations 


The reading program has been extended to grades five and 
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six. Supplemental materials are scheduled to be provided in the 
near future. 

In September, teachers in the third, fourth, fifth, and sixth 
grades initiated a new science program. This program will be 
extended to the other grade levels in the next school year. 

A complete revision of spelling materials allows the use of 
better teaching procedures. Teachers are currently studying the 
“new” English with an eye toward implementing a new program. 

Studies are being completed which will guide us in the se- 
lection of materials suitable for much needed change in the 
social studies field. 


Revorting System 


The entire revorting procedures are constantly being re- 
viewed. Several changes have been made this year. Changing phi- 
losophies in this area making necessary constant evaluation and 
change. 


Summer School 


The summer session was comprised of two basic sections: a 
Title I (federally-funded) group of pupils from grades 2 - 7 and 
a town-sponsored section comprised of pupils in the 4 - 12 grades. 
Federally-Sponsored Session 

Pupils enrolled in this portion of the summer school num- 
bered 34. Breaking this down into classes show that pupils were 
enrolled as listed, grade 2, eight; grade 3, eight; grade 4, seven; 
grade 5, four; and a combined group of grades 6 and 7, seven. 

Attendance figures show that pupils attended classes at the 
rate of 86.48%. 

The second and third grade groups used facilities at Hooker 
School. The others were housed in the Hopkins Academy building. 

At the conclusion of the session each teacher was asked to 
submit a resume of each pupil’s progress and areas covered to 
enable their regular teachers to know what gains could be ex- 
pected. 

Each teacher also submitted a summary of the overall ma- 
terial used each area. 

The staff members were: Grade 2, Mrs. Jane Callahan; 
grade 3, Mrs. Barbara Kelley; grade 4, Miss Bernadette Pipczyn- 
ski; grade 5. Miss Sandra Graham; and grades 6 and 7, Mr. Rich- 
ard Benoit. 

Town-Sponsored Session 
The town-sponsored summer school enabled pupils to review 
studies completed in the previous regular school year, except 
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in typing and notehand where students were able to acquire 
new skills. 


A total of 66 different pupils attended the twenty-eight day 
session. Enrollments in each course were: Typing, 17; Algebra, 
17; notehand, 5; Junior High math, 10; Junior High English, 12; 
English (freshmen), 9; elementary math, 15; and elementary lan- 
guage arts, 13. Comparing these figures, one finds that nearly 
two-thirds of the pupils enrolled in two subjects offerings. 


Attendance figures reveal that pupils attended classes at a 
rate of 92.21%. A figure not too much less than the regular school 
year. 


All the pupils in this portion of the summer school attended 
classes in the Hopkins Academy Building. 


At the conclusion of the session each pupil received a letter 
grade in each subject area. Needless to say, some pupils showed 
remarkable progress. One can visualize a large increase in en- 
rollments for future sessions. 


As in the Title I area, teachers were required to submit a r2- 
port about the material covered. 


Those teaching in this area were: Mrs. Mary Kennedy, Typ- 
ing and notehand; Mrs. Merrilyn Goodwin, Junior High math 
and Algebra I; Mrs. Griess, Junior High English and fresh- 
men English; Mrs. Ann-Loretta Hart, elementary mathematics; 
and Mrs. Maureen Madden, elementary language arts. 


All pupils requiring transportation were transported in the 
town buses driven by Mrs. Anthony Tudryn and Mr. Sebastian 
Chunglo. 


The entire school operation requires cooperation from other 
various town departments. I wish to thank Mr. Zatyrka and the 
Town Highway Department for their promptness in plowing the 
school walks and drives. Even during the busiest winter days 
the highway crews have served the school department well. I 
also wish to extend my sincere appreciation to Chief Koloski for 
his continuing interest in the school safety patrol. I would be re- 
miss in not commending those who serve other town departments 
equally well and whose services are not often required but en- 
tirely necessary at times. 


In concluding this report, I would like to express my sincere 
thanks to a staff of professional and non-professional personnel 
whose interest and sincere dedication make possible the fine ed- 
ucational climate that exists in the Hadley schools. 


May I express my thanks to Superintendent Hall and the 
School Committee members for their helpful cooperation during 
the past year. 
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Finally, may I commend the parents of our boys and girls 
whose thoughtful interest in our schools is necessary and most 
appreciated.

REPORT OF SCHOOL LUNCH 
To the Superintendent, School Committee and Citizens of Hadley: 


The Hopkins Academy Cafeteria marks its first full year of 
use in 1967. The percentage of student participation (75+) in 
School Lunch Program is one of the highest percentage in the 
State of Massachusetts, and we believe that the availability of 
the new Hopkins Cafeteria has helped make it possible. In ad- 
dition, a menu which includes a choice of two main dishes is 
served at Hopkins at least two times a week. 


The operation of two cafeterias (Hopkins and Hooker) re- 
quires more help than previously and coupled with the ever pre- 
sent increased cost of goods the expenses are higher. In Septem- 
ber of 1967 the price of lunches for elementary school children 
was increased to 25¢ per day. 


The only money available to the School Lunch Program is 
that which comes from the sale of lunches and from Federal 
reimbursements. Unfortunately the press of other business has 
kept the Federal reimbursement payments way behind schedule 
in the past six months. The price of student meals at Hopkins 
will be increased to 30¢ per day as of January 2, 1968, thus bring- 
ing our price structure in line with other school systems and hope- 
fully help to offset the increased operating costs.
